A Murderous Weapon. 

M. Kruka, the inventor of the breech 
loader which has been adopted by the 
War Department of St. Petersburg for 
the Russian army, has just published a 
pamphlet at Prague in which he de- 
scribes a new invention of his called 
the '* Kulomet," or hand mitrailleur. 
The Kulomet, he says, is of simple con- 
struction, and may be used by the sol- 
dier on any gronnd, however hilly, just 
like a rifle. It is comparatively cheap- 
er and simpler than the Warnel nnd 
other breech-loaders used by European 
armies, and a soldier armed with it can 
under all circumstances fire thrice as 
rapidly as with the zundnadelgewehr : 
in battle it will fire twenty-four shots a 
minnte, while other breech loaders only 
fire from twelve to thirteen a minute. 
Any rifle may be converted into a Ku- 
lomet, and any cartridges may be naed 

with it '

registered letters, at the expiration of 
thirty days, shall be transmitted to the

ami only 172 have boM reporied a* ac- 
tually lost. The remuining cases ure in 
the hands of sjH.cial agents for iiivesti 
gut ion."

Voting for President. 

During the administration of .John 
Quincy Adams, in 1828. the snbjectof a 
change in the existing mode of choosin 
the President and Vice Prtmiden 
through Electoral Colleges, waa referred 
to a special committee of nine in the 
United States Senate, including Bentoa 
Van Buren. Hayne, Macon, Diokereon 
Holmes and Richard M. Johnson. Than 
committee, in its report, recommended 
a plan, which was substantially as 
follows : 

L To abolish the Presidential Eh it 
tors ; (2) a division of each State by its 
Legislature into a number of districts 
•qnal to that of its Senators and Repre- 
sentatives ; (8) that the citixens of each 
district should vote directly for the 
candidate of their choice; lit that the 
person receiving the highest vote ia 
any district (whether a majority or not 
be entitled to the vote of that district 
(5) that if any candidate should i« thw 
manner'retieive the support of the dis- 
tricts, Congress should declare hi. 
elected IVesident : and <6> if no candi- 
date had a majority of the districts 
Congress should immediately order 
new elect ion, in the same manner, nr 
districts, <«mtt uing the choice to the two 
highest etindidatea. 

Tliia plan waa anbaequently atrongiy 
apnroved by President Jacfcson.

The noted Cunard Company is a n- 
posed simply of two or three grund- 
children who have stepped into the 
shoes of two or three children who 
stepped into the shoes of a couple of 
old Scotch fathers ; for Burns and 
Maclvor were the Cunard Company 
wheat it was born ; it was Burns and 
Maclvor when the originators had 
pnssod away ; it is Burns and Maclvor 
still in the third generation — never has 
been out of the two families. Burns 
was a Glasgow merchant, Maclvor was 
an old sea-dog who sailed a ship for him 
in early times. That vessel's earnirjs 
were cast into a sinking fund ; with the 
money they built another ship, and 
then another, and thns the old original 
packet line from Glasgow to Halifax 
was established. At that timo the mails 
were slowly and expensively carried in 
English Government vessels. Bums & 
Maclvor and Judge Haliburton ("Sam 
Slick") fell to considering a scheme of 
getting the job of carrying these mails 
in private bottoms. In order to manage 
the thing they needed to be quiet al<ont 
it, and also they needed faster vesn»>ls. 
Haliburton had a relative who was not 
a shining success in practical life, but 
had an inventive head ; name, Cunard ; 
he took his old jack-knife and a shingle 
and sat down and whittled out this 
enormons Boyal Mail Line of vessels 
that we call the Cnnnrders — a great 
aavy, it is — doing business in emery 
ocean ; owning forty-five steamships of 
vast cost j conducting its affairs with 
the rigid method and system of a 
national navy, promoting by merit, 
priority in routine, and for conspicuous j 
service ; using a company uniform ; 
retiring superanumated and disabled 
men and officers on permanent pensions, 
and numbering its servants by hundreds 
and thousands. In its own private 
establishment in Liverpool it keeps 
4,000 men under pay. That is what 
Sam Cunard whittled out. That is to 
say, he whittled out a little model for a 
fast vessel ; it *»aa satisfactory ; he was 
instructed to go and get the mail con- 
tract, simply under his own name ; he 
did it, and the company became com- 
monly known as the Cunard Company ; 
then the Company tried steam, and 
made it work ; they prospered, and 
fought out Haliburton, and also Cun- 
ard 's little interest ; they 
Cnnrnrd id England and made him their 
London agent ; he grew very rich and 
unspeakably respect.iMe, and when he 
died he died not as a po.it, dreaming 
provincial whittler of experimental 
models, but as the great Sir Samuel 
Cunard, K. C. B., or G. W. X., or 
something like that, for the Soverign 
had Knighted him. 

Well, the Cunard Company is a great 
institution, and has got more money 
than yon and I both pnt together ; and 
yet none of tlie family ever write 
editorials or deliver lectures. The 
Company have built school-houses and 
they educate the children of their em- 
ployes ; they are going to build dwell- 
ings for their shojreman that shall be 
cheap and clean and comfortable ; when I generally

An Oft-Told Story. 

The story of the results of the whale 
fishery for the past year, like an oft-told 
tale, is almost precisely that of a num- 
ber of previous years, one of ill-success 
as to pecuniary returns. The year ojurn- 
ed with fair prospects and good prices, 
the Arctic disaster of 1871 having ren 
dered firm the prices for sperm anil 
a hale oil and whalebone. But more 
oil was imported than anticipated, and 
there was \c>>* home demand. It is 
stated that of the sixty-five completed 
voyages arrived at home ports during 
1872. but one or two made handsomo 
profits, several have only saved them 
selves from jo*«, and most of them have 
lost money. The whaling fleet, tot), 
continues to decrease by the loss and 
sale of vessels, few being added. Of 
the twenty vessels now in port at New 
Bedford half are known to be fcr sale, 
and the same is true of the vessels in 
port at N'ew Loudon. 

The number of whalers now cruising 
is the some as it was a year ngo, 156, 
and the number from New Bedford is 
111, only two more than a year ago. 
The sperm whalers in the different 
oceans have met with only moderate 
success, but one branch of whaling, 
however, has been successful. The 
number of vessels expected to arrive at 
homo ports the coming year is alxmt 
fifty, exclusive of Provincetowu and 
New London vessels. According to the 
New Bedford Standard the importation 
of catchings the past year were 45,474 
barrels of sperm oil, 33,770 barrel.-* of 
whale oil, and*210,876 pounds whale- 
bone ; being an increase of 3,940 bar- 
rels sperm oil, and a decrease of 41,382 
barrels whale oil, and a decrease of 389,- 
779 pounds whalebone, when compared 
w ith the catchings of 1871.

How to Get the Pront Door Opened.

Roots In Cellars, 

Every farmer knows, or thinks he 
knows, how to take care of potatoes for 
winter use, but we will describe briefly 
our methods. Dig the potatoes, if possi- 
ble, when tho ground is dry ; but if this 
cauuotor has not been done, they should 
be allowed to dry on a barn floor, the 
adhering soil removed, and then the 
roots may be carried to the cellar. We 
provide large boxes, which will hold 
about twenty bushels each (cast-off tree 
l>oxes), raise them a few inches from the 
cement floor by cross pieces of scantling, 
and then fill them with the clean and 
dry potatoes. If there hapj>eii to be 
a few wide cracks in the lxittom of the 
box, the ventilation will bo better ; and 
if tho tubers are clean and the cellar 
cool, there will be little of the rot. 
Beets, turnips, carrots and parsnips 
will not keep fresh in this way, as they 
have not the impervious skin of the 
potato. Our plan is to pack them in 
barrels, or goods-boxes procured from 
the county stores. They will shrivel 
and spoil if the moisture is not retained

in, or to till the interstices. l'iuely 
broken and moderately damp moss is 
liest fortius purpose ; but iu its absence, 
saw-dust answers quite well. At this 
season of the year, there is a great deal 
of this material in the ico-house, after 
the removal of tho ice, that is quite 
damp enough for use. Pnt in a layer 
or two of the roots ; then scatter enough 
of the saw-dust over them to fill the 
interstices, then another layer, and so 
on. Tn barrels, more roots may be 
put in nt a time, the saw-dust being 
shaken among them by rocking the 
barrels^ Packed in this way, we have 
seen bei ts taken out one full year after 
they were put in, as fresh as tli-> day 
they were lifted from the soil ; while 
those which were placed uncovered UB 
the cellar bottom were spoiled in u 
month by drying up.

And the BBOMBt WB come to understand 
our limitations, the more wisely we 
shall carry forward onr work. Take 
even th»* matter of temper. The child 
who im quick or violent in his passions 
will alwavs l>o so. How many mothers 
have sunk down in destiondoney l>e- 
c*:tuse they could not eradicate a violent 
temper ! Yon could more easily make 
blue eyes black. People talk of sub- 
duing a strong-willed child, of breaking 
the force of his will. Yon mat' change 
the miinner of the nction of his will, but 
yon cannot break the will unless yon 
bri-ak tin- Imy. And just such hop olflM 
tilings are undertaken iu educational 
institutions. Boys are sent to college 

who should have lieeu sent anywhere 
«l*w*. It nititts-rs little that yon any y««t 

will develop deficient faculties. That 
can be done within limits. But when 
you try to turn a lioy's whole life in a 
direction in which he is poorest, yen 
condemn him to failure and intelleetunl 
penury. Strengthen the weak side, 
but let the life-work lie in the direction 
of tho strong side. If your boy is a 
mechanic by nature, do not make him a 
preacher. Give him large general cul- 
ture if he will take it, and then let him 
lift his burdens with the strongest arm, 
his constructive faculty. But shall we 
give over trying to do anything for the 
"high-tempered" child ? Shall we let 
his passions run riot ? Certainly not. 
What we insist on is that they caa be 
regulated, but aot eradicated. There 
was near a city a crooked stream ti*r^ 
wandered round and round, obstructing 
travel and injuring the value of proper- 
ty. Nobody dreamed of drying it up. 
But the citizens straightened it, and 
walled it in, and embanked against ita 
overflow, and clt»ared obstructions from 
its bed, and built mills upon its margin. 
The unpleasant trait in a child's 
character may be walled by habits of 
aelf-eontral, may be utilized by giving 
it a right direction, may be made more 
a blessing and less a curse than it wonld 
be without discipline. Bnt it cannot lie 
destroyed. Education can do almost 
anything in the sphere of habit. It can 
do little in the sphere of ingrained 
quality. Powerless over nature, soverign 
over second nature. — Hearth and Home.
